AUGUST  UNIFORM  PRICE  $4.04 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  *‘A"  milk  to  handlers  siabject  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
milk  order  during  August  1962,  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of  $4.04  per 
hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3,5%.  A butterfat  differential  of  7,1  cents  for  each 
one  tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.5%  standard 
will  be  used.  This  minimum  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight  marketing 
service  deduction  and  authorized  hauling  charges/  The  computation  of  the  minimum 
blend  price  is  shown  on  page  5 and  the  class  prices
